ABOUT THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The men who have the civil service 


question on the brain, have already com- 
menced their operations against (renoi-al 
Garfield. The, election had hardly past 
and tho result made public, before Hoi- 
ace White, an other of the so-called 
civil service reformers, addressed a letter 
to the President-elect' on

and delivered it. to him in person. Gen-

ject. 


Next to President Haves'civil service, 


order No. 1, them is no greater political 
humbug in this country than tho civil 
service movement prosecuted by Horace 
White, George William Curtis, and that 
class of impracticable men. They want 
to run tho government on the principle 
that a ladies' sewing society would be 
managed. There are Miss Nancys in pol- 
itics. They do not seem to comprehend 
the vast and wonderful machinery in this 
great government. They talk and write 
as if the government can be managed 
as easily and as correctly aa- some gram- 
mar school; and there is 110 departure 
from these rules by tho government offi- 
cials that does not shock the pretended 
modesty of these men. There is no doubt 
that there is room for improvement in 
our civil service. It is not perfect. No 
civil service in any country is [perfect or 
can be perfect. The great point to be 
gained is honesty and efficiency in these 
men who are called to till civil posi- 
tions.

crease, there would be some need of a 
civil service reform. But where is .there 
a government on the face of the earth 
managed with more economy and skill 
than the United States? There was a 
time when defalcations _were almost ap- 
palling in this country; 
but

was 
when

the moral senses of the 
office 
holders 


were blunted. With the administration 
of Lincoln, began reform. Losses to the 
government

The Revue Inditstridle states that a 


German manufactory 
is turning oxit 


over a ton a day of glucose made from 
old linen rags. -These rags, which are 
composed ol hard vegetable libers, are 
treated with sulphuric acid, which con- 
verts them into dextrine. Tho latter 
product thus obtained undergoes a 
washing with milk of lime, and is then 
treated with a fresh supply of aeld 
stronger than the former, when the 
mass is at onee transformed and crys- 
tallizes into glucose, of which "rich" 
confections and jelliesmay be made. The 
process is said to he a very eheap one, and 
the glucose cheikieally ideuUlled with 
grape sugar. A strong outcry, however, 
has arisen against the manufacture of 
grape sugar from rags, and the enter- 
prise is understood to be in danger of 
being interfered with by the German 
Government.

LA BASTIIE IS FALLEN. 


The Slory of the Popular Revolt In ParU 


July 14, 1789. 


France, with its love for the spectacu- 


lar and the dramatic, could remain 
without 
a great National feast no 


longer. The third Republic has fixed 
on the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile, the 14th of July, as the Na- 


if tional festival. 
The term "Bastile" was formerly 


applied to any fortified building, but 
after the destruction of all others of the 
kind in Paris tho Bastile which Hugues 
A\ibriat erected in 1369 at the gate of 
Saiut Antoine became entitled to the 
appellation of "The 
Bastile." The 


nucleus of this structure were two 
massive towers, one on each side of the 
gate of Saiut Antoine. Six others were 


-added to these, and the series was con- 


nected by a thick wall between, each. 
The entire structure was surrounded 
by a moat twenty-five feet wide, which 
in earlier days was kept filled with 
fresh water which later on became the 
common receptacle for its sewerage. 
The Bastile was from time to time 
added to ami altered inside, but exter- 
nally it ever remained substantially the 
same. 
It figures quite extensively as a 


fortress in 
French 
history. When 


Charles VII., whom Joan of Are led 
out of misfortune, retook Paris from 
the English in 143G his enemies took 
refuge there, and if hunger had not 
compelled them to 
capitulate 
they 


would have been able to make a stub- 
born defense. 
When in 1583 the Par- 


liament of Paris refused its adhesion to 
the Catholic League, the Duke of Guise 
shut the entire body up within its walls, 
and when Henry of Navarre took the 
city he made it his treasure house and 
set the faithful Sully over it to guard 
it. During the wars of the Fronde it 
was subjected to a two-days' siege, 
when it was briskly cannonaded for a 
brief time. Its guns "did good service 
also in the famous fight between the 
forces of Cande and Turenne at the 
Porte St. Antoiue, when the former 
owed their safe retreat into the city to 
its well-directed fire. 


TheBaslile did not actually become 


notorious as a State Prison until the 
reign of Louis XIII., although high 
personages were confined in it from 
time to time almost from its first exist- 
ence- -in fact, if tradition is to be be- 
lieved, the very noble who built it by 
the King's command was the first one 
to pine away in its deep recesses. 
A 
lettre de cachet from the King was all 
that was required to bring any one 
there, and once there it was no easy 
matter to get out, for nothing but an- 
other order from the King would have 
the least eil'eet—it being to the interest 
of the Governor to have as many pris- 
oners as possible,'as lie was allowed so 
much per head; and the scale of prices 
was very liberal—so much so that the 
post was looked upon as a very fat 
berth for any one who had no objection 
to doing dirty work. Not only men but 
women and children found their way 
into the Bastile, so that there was often 


. a lac'k of accommodations. 
The cells 
; were all in the high round towers, 


where a heavy iron grating and a pecul- 
iar construction o f the windows prevent- 
ed more than a modicum of the day- 
light from entering. The dungeons were 
slightly beneath the level of the moat, 


- -and a narrow opening into the ditch was 
all the provision for fresh air and 
light. The foul odors, which were all 
that the prisoner in one of those could 
f 


et as a substitute for fresh air, soon 
roke down his health, and unless h« 


was of very robust constitution he did 
not live long. The building had accom- 
modations for fifty state prisoners, but 
when its doors were opened on tho 
memorable 14th of July, 1789, only sev- 
en were found, among them being a 
man who had been a prisoner thirty 
years, and who had become so weaken- 
ed in his intellect during that time that 
he begged piteously to be allowed to re- 
.main—he was so used to the gloom and 
silence. Another had been imprisoned 
when a boy of 11, and though he was 
now long past man's estate, neither lie 
nor anybody seemed to know why lie 
was there. 
On the wall were the 


records of others who had passed long 
life-times in those cells, either for some 
real or imaginary trivial ofi'unse. 
The 
Bastile was then to the people of Franco 
a synonj-m of all that was despotic, 
cruel and contemptible in the Govern- 
ment, and for this reason it was razed 
to the ground, and consequently, no 
doubt, the Third Republic has selected 
the anniversary of that deed for special 
honor. 


"All morning since nine," says Car- 


lyle, in describing the events of that 14th 
of July, in that rhapsodic production 
of his, "The 
French 
Revolution," 
"there has been a cry everywhere—'To 
the Bastile!' Repeated deputations of 
citizens have been hero, passionate 
for arms, whom DC Launay, the Gov- 
ernor, has got dismissed by soft speech- 
es through port-holes. 
Toward noon 


Elector Thuriot la Rosiere gains admit- 
tance, finds De Lauuay indisposed for 
surrender; nay, disposed for blowing xip 
the place 
rather. 
Thuriot mounts 


with him to the battlements; heaps oE 
(paving stones, old tron-rtind missiles lie 
piled; cannon all duly leveled; in every 
(embrasure a cannon, only drawn back 
a little! But outwards, behold, O Thu- 
Wot, how the multitude flows on, well- 
ing through every street, tocsin furi- 
ously pealing, all drums boating tho 
eenerale, the suburb Saint Antoine roll- 
ing hitherward wholly us one man! 
"Quo voulez-vous?' said De Launay, 
turning pale at the sight, with an air 
cf reproach, almost of menace. 
'Mon- 


sieur,' said Thuriot, rising into tho 
«noral sublime, 'What mean you? Con- 
eider if I could not precipitate both of 
us from this height'—say only a hun- 
dred feet, exclusive of the walled ditch! 
Whereupon Dci.aunay fell silent. M'hu- 
riot shows himself from some pinnacle 
to comfort the multitude, becoming 
suspicious, fremeacent, then descends, 
departs with protest, with warning also 
to the Invalides, on whom, however, it 
produces but a. mixed, indistinct im- 
pression. The old heads are none of the 
clearest, besides, it is said, De Launay 
has been profuse of beverages. They 
think they will not fire—if not fired on 
—if they can help it, but must, on tho 
whole, be ruled considerably by circum- 
stances. 


"Woetothee.DeLaunay,1' continues 
Carlyle, "in such an hour, if thou canst 
not rule circumstances; soft speeches 
will not serve; hard grape-shot is ques- 
tionable, but hovering between the two 
is unquestionable. Even wilder swells 
the tide of men; their infinite hum wax- 
ing even louder, into imprecations, per- 
haps into crackle of strong musketry, 
•which later, on walls nine feet thick, 
cannot do execution. The outer draw- 
bridge has been lowered for Thuriot; 
new deputations of citizens—it is the 
third and noisest of all—penetrate that 
way into the outer court; soft speeches 
producing no clearance of these. 
Do 


Launay gives fire, pulls up his draw- 
bridge. 
A slight sputter—which has 


kindled the too combustible clinos— 
made it a roaring fire chaos. Burst 


forth insurrection at sight of its own 
blood—for there were deaths by that 
sputter of lire—into endless rolling ex- 
plosion of musketry, distraction, execra- 
tion; and overhead, from the fortress, 
let one great gun with its grape-shot go 
booming, to show what we could do. 
The Baslile is besieged! On, then, all 
Frenchmen that have hearts in your 
bodies! Roar, then, with all your throats 
of cartilage and metal, ye sons of Lib- 
erty! stir spasmodically whatsoever of 
utmost faculty is in you; soul, body or 
spirit; for it is the hour. Down with 
it. man; down with it to Orcus; let the 
whole accursed edifice sink thither, and 
Tyranny 
be swallowed up forever! 


Mounted, some say, on the roof of the 
guard-room, some on bayonets stuck 
into joints of the wall, Louis Tourney 
smites, bravo Aubin Buimemere helping 
him; 
the chain yields, breaks; tho huge 


drawbridge shims down, thundering. 
Glorious; anil yet, alas! it is but the 
outworks. The eight grim towers, with 
their Invalides musketry, their paving 
stoiu's and cannon mouths, still soar 
aloft intiu't--ditch yawning, impassive, 
slone-faooil; the inner drawbridge with 
its back tmvard us, the Bastile is still 
to take. 


"Ordnance of all calibers; throats of 


all capacities; men of all plans, every 
man his own engineer; .seldom since the 
war nt pigmit's and cranes was there so 
anomalous :i thing. 
Frantic patriots 


pick up tho ^rape-shots; bear them still 
hot to the Hotel do Villc. 
Paris, you 


see, 
is to be burned. 
At every street 


barricade there whirls, simmering, a 
minor whirlpool, and all minor whirl- 
pools play distracte.lly into that grand 
lire maelstrom which is lashing round 
the Baslile. 
And .so it lashos and it 


roars. 
Cliolat, the wine merchant, has 


become an impromptu cannoneer. Up- 
ward from tin; osplanada, horizontally 
from all neighboring roofs and windows, 
Hashes onu'irregular deluge of musket- 
ry 
without etVect. 
Let" conflagration 


rage; guard-rooms are burnt; Inval- 
ides 
niiiss 
rooms; straw is burnt; 


three cart-loads of it, hauled thither, 
go up in wliito smoke, almost to the 
choking of patriotism itself. 
What 


to do? The iiivmon arc here, squirt- 
ing with their Ihv-piunps on the In- 
valides cannon to wt-t the. touchlioles; 
they unfortunately 
cannot squirt so 


high, and still the 
lire deluge abates 


not; even women rm> living. 
Gardes

real cannoneers. What shall De Launay 
do? One thing only Do Launay could 
have done; what In; said he would do.

Mr. James Greenwood lias publisbuA 


a frightful account of the silent system, 
which is in operation at the Holloway 
moilel prison in London. It is an of- 
fense for a prisoner to speak one word, 
and he is never addressed except in 
whispers, so that he may be in prison 
two years without hearing tlin natural 
sonud of the human voice. The elled 
of this is so terrible on the mind that 
prisoners will speak out iu desperation, 
at the risk of any punishment, rather 
than endure that horrible silence. The 
prisoners never see one another, but re- 
main in perpetual solitude.. Ono poor 
wretch, driven to desperation by nine 
months' solitude and silence, recklessly 
oroke out, in Mr. Greenwood's pres- 
ence, " For God's sake. Governor, put 
me iu another cell. Put me somewhere 
else.- I have counted the bricks in the 
cell I am in till my eyes ache." There- 
is a fine hole in each cell, and as thu 
wardens wear shoes of India rubber 
soles the prisoners can never be sure of 
being alone. Those condemned to tin- 
treadmill have to ascend 1,200 steps ev- 
ery alternate . twenty minutes for six 
hours. And this is in a place' so hot 
and close that prisoners often lose in 
perspiration three stone in as many 
months. Evciy day the prisoners aru 
taken to the chapel, so arranged that 
they can se B no one save the chaplain, 
ana him otily through an iron grating. 
And thus is the order of devotion ob- 
served. 
Wardens are constantly on the 


watch, lest for a single instant they 
through the whole of the service depart 
from the rigid rule of "eyes right." 
They must look steadily at tho preach- 
er, must raise and lower their prayer- 
book with the elbows squared and all at 
once, like soldiers at drill. They may 
not scrape their feet without having 
afterwards to explain the movement 
They scarcely wink an eye or sigh with, 
out danger of rebuke or punishment.

Some Hiifts OH Hathing. 


It is a well-known fact, but rarely 


remembered, that the skin is ouo of 
the great safety-valves of the hmuaa 
machine—that : the- millions of littlo 
perspiratory tubes, with which, it is. 
pierced, throw out from the inner body 
an average amount of thirty-three 
ounces of greasy refuse and worn-out 
material in an hour, ia the shape of in- 
visible perspiration, and 'in the same 
time often as much as two. or three 
pounds in visible perspiration. Should 
these tubes or pores be allowed to re- 
main choked with their secretions, the 
refuse matter is thrown back into the 
other great corporeal scavengers—the 
lungs, stomach, liver or kidneys. Thus 
it stands to reason that a careful aud 
general cleansing of tho skin is abso- 
lutely necessary to the life and well- 
being of the individual, at least oneo in 
the twenty-four hours, and few people 
who rejoice in the comfort of cleanli- 
ness will feel that it is secured under 
this amount of washing. It must be 
remembered, however, that the mere 
jassage of water especially cold water 
>. g., what is "ordinarily called a 
sponge bath), does not cleanse. 
In 


"act, it rather has a tendency tu close 
.he pores, which, like delicate (lowers, 
shut up to a cold current of wind or 
water. 
Therefore, as warm or tepid 


vater tends to open the pores, it is ad- 
visable to use that with the course of 
soap-scrubbing (not an unreasonable 
friction) which should precede the uni- 
versal sponging. 
This l;l.sL may be 


done with cold water, wliich certainly 
nvigorates and braces 
the system 


vlien followed bv a reactionary glow of 
warmth Should this not occur, it is 
unwise to use it, aud warm must be 
ubstituted—especially in the cases of 
children, who, by ignorant mothers, 
ire often forced into cold water (from 
.vhich they have not a sulHciently act- 
ve circulation to recover) as part of 
.hat much-abused system of "hardon- 
'ng," which nine times out of ten endu 
n "hardening" the child, oil' the face 
of the earth or cheeking its growth. : 


To rush to either extreme is danger- 


ous, 
and children who are "coddled" 


i.re always delicate; but no wise mothei- 
vill put her young children into quite 
:old 
water in winter time, nor with a 


cold, and above all, will never allow 
them to be washed and bathed in a 
draught, on the same principle of-eon- 
sistcncy that plenty of fresh air is good 
when it is not damp or foggy, but 
draughts are most injurious. 
Even in 


summer the chill should be taken oil' 
the water in which young children or 
delicate persons are bathed, while in 
winter it is doubtful Whether even the 
strongest man is benefited by bathing 
in water at or but little above the freez- 
ing point. 


The cold bath is not advisable when 


followed by no warm glow; neither 
when followed by a rush of blood to the 
head—in both of which cases tepid or 
warm water should..be substituted. 
There live many men (and women, too,) 
"with souls so dead" that they will go 
into a cold bath, or scud their children, 
when they have some feverish or erup- 
tive complaint. 
T-he danger of this 


should be obvipvis —that the disease ra- 
ceives a most violent cheek, aud the per- 
son's lifo is even threatened. 


If, however, }7ou persist in the use of 


cold water in cold weather for yourself 
or children, succeeded by no necessary 
after-glow of .warmth, and will not have 
the common sense to use warm or tepid 
water, then put in a tablespoonf id of spirit 
of some sort into your bath—whisky is 
best, though eau de Colonge or spirits 
of wine will do—aud you will have 
your glow. 
This often prevents chil- 


blains in persons of slow' circulation. 


On the other hand, it is injurious to 


many people to have the water even ap- 
proaching to hot. Those who bathe 
regularly the year round in cool water 
are rarely sensitive to coW, and the 
most delicate woman may use the sponge 
bath daily, not only with impunity, but 
with advantage. To do this immersion 
is not necessary, and uo one need com- 
plain that they cannot have a "good 
wash " because they do not happen to 
possess a bath, for-, this may bo easily 
accomplished after.Miss Nightingale'.* 
plan, in the rules she laid down to lad> 
nurses who accompanied her to the 
Crimea ; even if they had'but the pooi 
accommodation of a basin they wore to 
thoroughly sponge 
themselves from 


"top to toe," which is possible to the 
poorest of us.—Exchange.
